In further reference ‘o the extraordinary 


ineeting of the Egyptian Constructions Limited 
which was held on Saturday, we are now fn &

orginal owners. 

The McClure and Dorling branch having 
suffered severely through scarcity of capital, 
the amount of £17,600 charged as goodwill 
must in conseyuence be considered as a dead 
loss.

DISCOVERIES IN| EGYPT

Dr. Grenfel in- 
clines with Wilamowitz and others to assign 
the book to Theopompus , but from his descrip 
tion it seems to contain but little of that 
edifying rhetoric and personal criticism which 
we have been taught to consider as “Echt 
Theopompiseb” in later compilers.

A CAIRO DIVORCE CASE.

LADY VIVIAN AND MR. CURPHEY. 


—_—— 


We published a special telegram from 
London on Wednesday last announcing that 
Lord Vivian had obtained a divorce from his 
wife owing to her having committed adultery 
with Mr. Alfred Curphey, the well-known 
Anglo-Egyptian financier The case came be 
fore Mr. Justice Bargrade last Tuesday. The 
details are as follows -— 

His lordship granted a decree nisi to the 
Right Hoo. George Crespigny Brabazon, Baron 
Vivian, on the gronnd of the miscondact of his 
wife, Barbara Cicely, Lady Vivian, with the oo 
respondent, Mr. Alfred Curphey. There was no 
defence. 

Mr. Bayford said Lord and Lady Vivian were 
married at St. Michael's, Pimlico, in Avgust, 
1603, and lived at North Aodley-street. The 
married life for a time was a happy one. There 
were two children. [n 1906 the petitioner went 
to Canada, and on his return, in October, oc 
rred tie first rea! trouble, because be found 
bie wife had arranged to take part in some 
theatricals at the Royalty Theatre. He object 
ed, and finally persuaded her to give up the 
idea 

The following winter they arranged to go to 
Cairo, and then on a shooting expedition. Be 
fore going, however, the petitioner spoke to his 
wife about the corespondent, whose acqu 
aintance she had made in Cairo. Lord Vivian 
had got to know something about the co 
respondent, and felt he was not a desirable 
person for bis wife to know. The petitioner 
mentioned the matter to Lady Vivian before 
departing for the shoot in the neighbourhood 
of Khartoum. On his return to Cairo Lord Vivian 
found that bis wife had made the acquaintance 
of the co respondent and some of the latter's 
friends, to whom the petitioner strongly ob 
jected. 

Subsequently Lady Vivian told her busband 
that she had arranged to goon a motor tour 
through France, but when he found that the 
oo-respondent was to be one of the party he 
objected, and told the co-respondent that Lady 
Vivian would not be one ot the party. In the 
end there was no motor party, and the peti- 
tioner and his wife retarned home. 

The correspondent and some of his friends 
shortly afterwards retarned to England, and 
Lady Vivian was constantly going about to 
different places, and would have nothing to 
do with her husband. In fact (said counsel), 
from the time Lord Vivian returned from the 
shooting expedition Iady Vivian refused to 
live with him as his wife. In April last she 
left her husband's house, intimating that she 
would not return. Lord Vivian had made 
every endeavour to get his wife to return and 
give up the co respondent 

On one oceasion Lord Vivian went and saw 
his wife at the Coburg Hlotel, where she was 
staying, and promised to forgive her if she 
would return. But she absolutely declined his 
offer, and left the hotel in a motorcar. Sub 
sequently, it was ascertained that she was 
constantly in the society of the corespondent 
in the Isle of Man, and with whom she stayed 
at the Euston Hotel on the night of October 
25 last 

Lord Vivian, in his evidence, corroborating 
counsel's statement, said that after the shoot 
ing expedition near Khartoum his wife refused 
to live with bim as his wite 

His Lordship: What was the reason | — She 
refused, saying she did not wish it 

His lordship inqaired who the co-respondent 
was, and counsel said be believed him to bea 
man of considerable wealtb, who lived in the 
Isle of Man, and spent a great deal of his time 
at Cairo 

Other evidence was called, and a decree nisi, 
with costs, and the custody of the children, 
was granted

MURDER OF VOLPINI 


At the conclusion of the hearing of the first 
list of cases before the Mixed Court on Saturday 
Maitre Lusena rose amid silence to announce 
the sad loss the Egyptian Bar has just sustain- 
ed by the terrible death of Maitre Volpini at 
Alexandria and, expressing the general sym 
pathy ina few well-chosen phrases, asked for 
an adjournment in token of respect. 

The President (Judge Tuck) after consulta 
tion with his colleagues acceded to the request 
speaking in sumilar terma, and the Court ac 
cordingly rose for a few minutes. 

On the resomption of the sitting certain 
applications in bankruptcy proceedings were 
heard and decided. The action brought by 
Altaras Silvera & Co. against Hadid Hanoui & 
Fils was deferred for a fortnight to allow three 
necessary signatures to be affixed to the con- 
cordat preventit lately entered into. 

LES FILS DE R. PICARD v. JACQUES 
MISKAHI AND OTHERS. 

This was a dispute concerning some goods 
pnrebased by the Defendants and sums of 
money alleged to be due therefor. Maitre Mor- 
purgo for the Plaintiffs claimed payment 
of £B.100 in heuof the ££.7.500 admitted 
by the Defendants. A safe sold to the latter 
by his clients, to be paid for in monthly ins- 
talmenta, was still in the defendants’ sbop, 
the Plaintiffs having been unable to remove 
it as the door was too narrow (Laughtér). His 
clients were claiming the remaining instal 
went of the price of this safe. Maitre Nahas, 
who appeared for the Defendants, contended 
that the safe was an old one and that his 
clients were willing to pay what was just, 
adding that certain other goods belonging 
to the Defendants and held “en dépdt” by 
the Plaintiffs were amply sufficient to cover 
his clients indebtedness to M.M Picard. 

This Maitre Morpurgo disputed, pointing out 
that the pledges aforesaid had already been 
forfeited and sold by the haissier ot the Court. 

Judgement was deferred for a week. 

AHMED ALY FL DACROUR. 

In the matter of the Concordat Preventif 
sought by the above named debtor, Maitre 
Terrante representing Messra. Schutz and 
Payer the principal creditors, alleged bad faith 
on the part of the appheant, pointing out as a 
curious circumstance that the registers pro- 
doce:| slewed all the entries for two years past 
to have been written by the same hand, and 
farther complaining of the delay in putting in 
the account 

Maitre Bigyiavi said bis client (‘he debtor) 
would require time to settle the agcount with 
Measrs. Schutz and Payer. Dacrour was oaly a 
amal! trader and, although not legally entitled 
to aconcordat, his bills having been protested 
he appealed to the Court to shew » little 
indulgence, as was usual both in Egypt and in 
Italy. Schutz, in fact, controlled the com- 
mittee of creditors the other two members being 
his nominees. The registers would be seen to 
he genuine on inspection , their age was ap- 
parent. Moreover, he added, the bills prodaced 
did not correspond with the bankrupts’ re 
gister, Schutz had creditor 
since 1905 

CORRIER v. AUTO GARAGES AND 
AUTO-CABS CO 

This was an action for compensation by 
the Plaintiff who alleged that he had been 
dismissed from the Company's service with 
inadequate compensation 

Maitre Manusardi, for the Company,contended 
that the Plaintiff bad been fairly treated by 
his clients . and that, although he had given 
trouble in refuxing to obey orders, and had 
cansed astrike ot employés, the Company had 
offered to retain bim in its service on his 
signing a document and promising to conform, 
to ita wishes in future. This he refused to do 
unless the manager were dismissed 

So lately as last October the Company again 
oftered to take back the Plaintiff if he would 
promise to obey orders as other employés did, 
eapecially with regard to the control of the 
entrance to the garage, —in fact he was to con 
form to his original agreement of February 
1905. Five days were allowed him in which to 
reply, failing which he was taken to have defi 
nitely resigned 

He therefore, said counsel, was only entitled 
to bis salary for the three months ending on 
September 30. 1907, viz, LE 300, instead of 
the L. EB. 500 now claimed. The work bad to be 
carried on somehow and accordingly his poat 
had since been filled up. 

Maitre Oriel for the Plaintiff urged that the 
weakness of the Company's case was shown by 
the fact that Mr. Galli, a director, had in July 

while the dispute was pending) offered Mr 
Corrier L.E. 20 out of bis own pocket, in addi- 
tion t» LE 60 put forward by the Company as 
an indemnity. His client might bave been a 
little hasty in his language towards the Com- 
pany, but certainly not impolite, as alleged. 
On October 30 he was ready to make repara- 
tion if the Defendants would take him back. 
Co rrier had resigned a good position in Paris 
to come to them, and had now lost 6 
months’ work and salary amounting to LE 
1x0. He was justified in asking for a large 
indemnity since the 2 years’ contract bad been 
broken. 

This closed the case, and judgment was de 
ferred for a fortnight.
